SEW ORLEANS "5IGGERS." 


The lieutenant of the editor of the 


Ohicago Times, now at New Orleans, 
kas written to that paper a letter giv< 
mg his impresfions of negro officials in 
that city. 
With the conventional ha- 


tred of the negro which obtains in that 
office, he Vent to New Orleans expect- 
ing to find in the two colored members 
of the Returning Board and other city 
and State officials ''long heeled, bullet- 
headed, black-skinned, sausage-lipped 
niggers." 
Arriving iu the city, he 


sought out the club houso where the 
negro politicians congregate, ani talked, 
and drank, and fraternized with the 
tws members of the Returning Board, 
MessM. Kennerand Casanove, with the 
Captain of Police, the editor of the 
Baton Rouge Era, a State Senator, the 
Assessor of Orleans Parish, and numer- 
ous others, under the impression that 
they were white men. la point of fact, 
by the time ha had enjoyed their hos- 
pitality and been introduced to a score 
or more of negroes whom he had mis 
taken for Frenchmen, and whom he ex 
pected to find "bullet-headei, long' 
heeled niggers," instead of gjntlemen 
quite as white, if not a little whitei 
than, himself, and quite as genial and 
cultivated, he began to be a little doubt- 
ful about his own color and descent 
and to question whether his own an 
cestry were not of the Ethiopian per 
suasion. 


It is a matter for some congratula- 


tion that our Chicago Times negropho 
bist has been converted from his preju' 
dices to such an extent that he can 
affiliate with negroes aad publish a vcr 
glowing narratire of his princely enter 
tainment at their hands, and it suggests 
the excellent results that might obtain 
if the whole establishment would only 
go to Nsw Orleans for a few days fo 
the benefit of its negrophobia. Th 
letter of this correspondent contains ai 
important admission.

He also insists that the board has not 
been guilty of contempt, because the 
court, in all ita proceedings, has put no 
restraining order on the board. 
When 


asked what would be the effect of the 
action of the board, the goveraor said 
he was not certain, but thought it 
might be the opening act in a large 
drama in which the whole nation might 
be called upon to take part. 


When asked bis opinion of the su-, 


preme court's action, the governor said 
he would not question its motives, and 
would only say they had acted in a fee- 
ble and tampering manner. If it bad 
made a restraining order in the first 
place, such action as the board had 
taken to-day would clearly place the 
members in contempt. I don't know 
but that it is the intention of republi- 
cans to carry the matter to the federal 
court, but it is my impression that any 
duties of the board affecting the eieci 
tion of members of congress or presi- 
dential electors, might be taken up by 
the United States courts, if the state 
supreme court should take any action 
hereafter that would affect or threaten 
to affect the presidential electors or 
members of congress. 


In answer to the question whether 


the United States court could, in any 
way,

THE LOUISIANA ELECTION LAW. 


It does no harm to occasionally re- 


mind the public that the denuneiatioD 
of tha ftlection law so freely indulged 
in at present comes from the same source 
as the demon stations of approval and 
joy of Jour years since. Then it was a 
grand stroke of policy on the part of 
Groiernor Warmouth, an act ofstatess 
mansbip showing him worthy of the 
high office of United States senator, to 
be conferred at their hands when eves 
rything was fixed, and redeemed the 
disadvantage of having the returning 
board under the old law constructed 
under tbat instead of the eternal demos 
cratio fitness of things. It 
had been 


pushed through the legislature nine 
months before as a measure that would 
satisfy the democracy, and was de- 
nounced by the republicans in that 
body. All these things gave hope to 
the democratic law loving, but not law 
abiding, citizen, and when, after its pe- 
riod of gestation and three days' partu- 
rition, it emerged full fledged from the 
governor's pocket, the enthusiasm was 
contagious.—Nac Orleans Republican.

before which the injunction against the 
governor and the man damns against the 
returning board was to be tried, met 
this morning. 
The court room was 


crowded. 
Tho governor presented, 


through counsel, an affidavit in which 
he stated he had never made up his 
mind to canvass the Tote and has not 
stated to any one he had done so. Tbat 
even up to the present writing, he had 
not decided he was empowered to cans 
vass the votes. 


Democratic counsel disregarding this 


affidavit, urged that the governor had 
not the right to canvass tha electoral 
vote, but that such right resided in the 
canvassing board, and further, tbat the 
court did not have jurisdiction over the 
governor, in restraining him from doing 
what he waa employed by lav to do,but 
in restraining him from performing an 
act he had no right to perform under 
the law. 


General Barlow replied on behalf of 


the governor, and denied jarisd'.ction 
of the court. 
He said tbat an injnnc-. 


tion issued against the governor by a 
judge on the bench would have no more 
effect than if it was issued by a private 
individual. 
He abjured tha judge to 


carefully consider the risk be ran ifl 
issuing a writ of injunction that could 
not be enforced by legitimate proceed-- 
ure, if the governor was determined to 
resist it. 
General Barlow did not en- 


ter into the merits of the case at all, 
but merely stood upon the lack of ju- 
risdiction of the court. 


At the close of his argument tha 


court adjourned. 
A deoisioa will prob- 


ably be reached to-morrow. There is 
some excitement iu the city. 
It is 


very generally believed the governor 
will not obey the injunction, 
even if 


issued, to morrow. Republicans all 
deny that the court has a shadow of 
jurisdiction.

bility of persons hiring horses will be of 
interest both to livery men and persons 
who are obliged to hire teams whenever 
they ride. The following is said to em. 
body the law in regard to the matter: 


It has been decided that when a horse 


or carriage is let out for Lire for the 
purpose 
of performing a particular 


ouiney, the party letting warrants the 
uorse or carnage lit and competent for 
auch a journey. If the hirer treats tn» 
horse or carriage as any prudent man 
would do, he is not answerable for any 
damage that either may receive. 
But 


he mu,t use the horse for toe purpose 
for which he hired him. For instance, 
ahorse hiied for saddle, must not be 
used in harness. If the hirer violates 
this express condition of the contract He 


liable iur any d-image that may oe- 
ur 
If the hoise is stolen through the 


rer's negligence, hueh as leaving the 
able door open all night, he must au- 
ver lor it. But if he is robbed of it by 
ighwaymen, when traveling the road 
t usual hours, he cannot be held tor 
amages.
